| Bursting of a Grenade Just Removed 
From the Magasine. 


> SVERY MAN IN THE IMMEDIATE VICIN- 
* ITY INJURED. 


Lieutse. Olesener and Zembesch Among

Berm, Aug. 8.—A disastrous explosion oc- 
curred to-day on board the German armor- 
clad steamer Baden at Kiel. Lieuts. Ole- 
gener and Zembesch and seven seamen were 
killed and seventeen persons wounded, It 
appears some of the men bad just removed 
from the magazine a grenade measuring 28 
centimes in diameter. Through some cause 
not yet explained, the grenade exploded, 
killing or wounding nearly every person in 
the immediate vicinity. 

The Baden is a vessel of 5,600 tons. She 
was launched in 1890. She mounts eight 
large guns and her armor is ten inches thick 
at the water line. Prince Henry of Prussia, 
Emperor William's brother, and Vice-Ad- 
miral Schroeder were on the bridge at the 
time of the explosion. Prince Henry did 
much to help the wounded. 


THREE WERE KILLED.

Mrs. Chisholm has great fears for 
her husband’s safety, as the strikers are be- 
coming very desperate. They remain on the 
streets all night, committing all sorts of 
Gepredations and making threats against 
those not in sympathy with them. She fears 
the worst. 


HENZIE IS DEAD. 


The Wound Inflicted by Private Watch.- 
man Thornton Proves Fatal.

SILVERMAN FAILS, 


— — 


One of the Best Known Private Bank- 
ers in Chicago. 


Cn1caco, Aug. 8.—Lagzarus Silverman, a 
well-known private banker, suspended this 
morning. His liabilities are $500,000, with as. 
sets in excess Of that amount and $6,000 casn 
on hand. * 
Silverman, besides being a private banker, 
was one of the largest operators in North- 
western iron properties in Chicago. He was 
interested to a considerable extent in the 
Schlesinger mining system, the recent em- 
barrassment of which, it was reported to- 
Gay, helped to his failure. Silverman has 
popularly ranked as a millionaire. At the 
bank it was said Mr. Silverman is in New 
York. 

Silverman’s failure, although an important 
one, was not a complete surprise. It has 
been understood he was hard up for ready 
money and he. was generally supposed to 
have amplé assets, but of the slow sort. The 
bank did not open at ali to-day. A notice 
was posted on the door saying: 

Payment suspended for to-day on accoun®of the 
strigeucy of the money market 

No assignment was made and a representa- 
tive of the house claimed the trouble was 
only temporary. Mr. Silverman was in 
formed by wire last night of the pending 
troubles and will reach Chicago to-nicht. 
Other bankers estimate his deposits at 
$600,000. The depositors are for the most 
part Jewish dealers, engaged in small buasi- 
ness ventures. So farasis known no large 
concerns are involved. Besides the deposit 
account the lMIlabilities will not exceed 
$100,000 or $200,000 and few estimates place the 
debts above $1,000,000. They will probably 
fall Delow that. Against this liability ac. 
count, Silverman has assets bearing a face 
value of nearly $2,000,000. A large part of his 
proporty is in mines. It is estimated the 
real estate is worth $700,000 and that it is in 
shape to be avallabie for realization. 

Since June 15 the bank has been drawn upon 
heavily by Gepositors. A few days ago the 
situation grew critical. Th e cash reserve 
had practically disappeared and collateral 
could not be turned into cash. Mr. Silverman 
made a trip to New York and 
other Eastern cities to secure ald. 
During his absence the situation 


grew worse. Last night word was received 
from the Commercial National Bank,through 
which Silverman cleared, that checks would 
encounter difficulty. A conference between 
r. Silverman’s manager and his attorneys 
was arranged and it was decided to suspend. 
No legal action was taken and the institu 

tion, pending Silverman’s return, stood to- 
day at he mercy of creditors, unprotected 
by assignee or receiver. 

The silverman Bank was organized in the 
50s and has been conducted until the present 
without change of name or Management.

Nicholas W. Herschmann Arrested 
for Embezzlement. 


He Was Treasurer of the Consolidated 
Steel and Iron Co. 


THE SHORTAGE SUPPOSED 10 BE IN THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD OF $7,000. 


Herschmann Admits His Guilt and Says 
He Spent the Money for Liquor—His 
Wife’s Death Drove Him to Drink— 
President Eidenhorn Discusses’ the 
Embezsiement and Tells How It Was 
Disoovered. 


Nicholas N. Herschmann, cashier of the 
Consolidated Steel and Iron Co., 1935 
Papin street, is locked up in the 
holdover at the Four Courts 
on a charge of embezziing $1,000 of his em- 
ployers’ money. He was arrested this morn- 
ing dy Detectives Friese and Fitz- 
gerald, and shortly after noon a warrant 
was issued, charging himasabove. Though 
he is nominally charged with the 
embezsiement of $1,000, to the om 
cers he confessed that his peculations will 
probably amount to about $7,000. He makes 
no attempt to deny his guilt and claims that 
the money has all been spent in wine anc 
whisky. . 

DISCOVERY OF THE DEFALCATION. 

The defalcation was not discovered until a 
few days ago, when the officers of the com 
pauy becoming dissatisfied at the man- 
ner in which Herschmann neglected 


his business, began to overlook his books 

reparatory to lacing another man in 
iis position. n doing 80 they 
discovered that a number of faise 
entries had been made. Herschmann was 
accusei of misappropriating the funds anda 
at once acknowledged the thefts. Hesaid that 
he had been taking money whenever he 
neeled it since January last. The books 
have not yet been thoroughly gone over and 
no accurate estimate of the actual total can 
be obtained. 

HERSCHMANN ADMITS HIS GUILT. 

When seen inthe holdover this morning 
Herschmann at first refused to talk of the 
matter, a don’t want you re- 
porters to give me any song 
and dance on this thing.“ he _ said. 
It's bad enough as it is, God knows, with- 
out making it any worse. 

When assured thst any statement he 
made would be correctly reported, he unbent 
to some extent, and consented to give an- 
s wers to some questions, declining others. 

The explanation ofall this is very sim- 
ple, he sald. Drink did it all. My wife 
died last January, andlike a—— fool took 
to .drink, and have been drunk 
ever since. of course, I needed 
money to keep up my spree 
and whenever I ran short I would go to the 
office and take some, making a false entry to 
hide the fact. Honestly, I did not knew what 
I was doing, and I have not the slightest idea 
how much I have taken altogether.’’ 

Did you play the races or indulge in any 
other form of dissipation, except drinking?’’ 

No; drink did it al. I was terribiy cut up 
over the loss of my wife, and tried to drown 
my sorrow in drink. The last two 
months I have deen trying to sober 
up, but instea l of going to a 
drug store Itook my bracers at a saloon. 
It was whisky all the time and it appeared I 
could not drink enough of it. 

Wnen were your pecullations first dis- 
covered?“ ’ 

„1 haven’t the slightest idea. William 
Edenborn, the President of the company, 
has Deen trying to sober me up for the past 
four days, but this morning was the frst 
time I recovered my senses properly. He 
accused me of embezzlement, and I ac- 
knowledged it at once.“ 

Do you think the matter will de settled in 
the courts?’’ 

No, I guess my friends will put up the 
amount. I coyld have borrowed it easily 
enough myself had I ever got sufficiently 
sober to realize my position and go home. 

Herschmann is a gentiemahly looking man, 
338 years ola, with a decided tendency to in- 
duige in profanity. He takes his present 
position fairly philosophical, alded by a 
good cigar. Should he get out he declares he 
will never toueh drink again, and claims that 
since becoming properly sober he has no fur- 
ther desire for — se

PRESIDENT EIDENBORN TALKS.

Another Monday willsoon be nere and will 
see the Harbor Boat feiching away tho well 
ones after it has landed a new party of the 
gick at Elsah—the landing nearest the Sum- 
mer Camp. 

The new party is being organized now. 
Every mother who has a sick child can ob- 
tain a ticket for herselfand the little one on 
application to this office, That ticket will 
entitie der and her child to transportation 
and all the benefits of the camp free of 
charge. The whole expense is borne dy the 
tund made up of generous persons’ contribu- 
tions- fund which Is still growing. 

Tickets that have not been presented at 
this office for registration and counter signa- 
ture before Saturday night will not be ac- 
cepted on the boat Monday. Tbis rule must 
be enforced, as it is necessary to know in ad- 
vance the number for whom accommodations 
must be provided. 

The capacity of the boat is limited and if 
that were not so, the camp is. In the begin- 
ning of this charity persons who had 
worked in the Children’s Ald 
Society’s sanitarium and country week 
features were confident that Tree View Farm 
house would be larger than would be needed 
forthe accommodation of all the patients 
that could be induced to go. They knew that 
there were hundreds of sick children in the 
city who ought to go, but they had had 80 
much experience with parents who made so 
many difficulties stand in the wayof their 
children’s good that they could not see the 
way to doing a large work. 

The house and several tents were occupied 
the first week and each subsequent week the 
camp has been compelled to enlarge itself. 
Twenty-one large wall tents have been 
erectedon the lawn for the sheltering of 
patients, ana so securely were they set up 
that the high wind which last week tore 
branches offof trees and over turned tents 
inthe Chuatauqua Valley had no effect upon 
them. They stood as firmly and were as dry 
Within after the storm had passed as before. 

The children in the camp prefer to sleep 
inthetents. Some of the mothers—used to 
closed windows at night—fear colds will re- 
sult if they sleep in tents, and the doctor 
and matron cannot change their minds. 
Others are withthe children in their tent 
love, andthe result isthe tents are full and 
the house is full of contented mothers and 
little ones. 

There are two tents far removed from the 
others in which suspicious cases are to be 
isolated, but happily these tents are vacant. 
Every precaution is taken to insure the 
healthfulness of the camp. A yard force is 
kept constantiy at work cleaning the 
grounds; the use of the bath is encouraged 
in some instances and enforced in others. 
There are boys at the camp as there are boys 
elsewhere, who rebel against water. 

Dr. Temm’s work has been lightened some- 
what by the recovery of many patients who 
on Monday were very ill, but as there are 
several extreme cases inthe camp that only 
care for a long period may assist to cure, his 
days are by no means full of ease. He has 
four days more of care before him and, on 
the last of these he will return to the city 
with his recovered patients.

It costs thirty-five cents per week to keep 
three little st. Louls children in candy. They 
have directed their cashier to transmit the 
Candy Fund of one week to the Post-Drs- 
PATCH for the benefit of the Summer Camp. 
It arrived with the following note: 

Zothe Post-Dispatch: 


We are three little children who are going to do 
without our candy «a week to help seud the little 
babies to **Piasa Elufts.’’

Are poverty 
and lack of employment crimes? 
These questions are forcibly suggested 
by the treatment accorded Colorado’s mi- 
grating laborers in their journey across 
the country. While this treatment in the 
main shows a strong humane sentiment 
and a desire to save them from physical 
suffering, it at the same time indicates an 
utter disregard for the common rights of 
men and citizens under our laws. The 
traveling workmen are met at the depots 
by officers ot the law and are either or- 
dered away or are captured, held in 
guarded durance while being fed by char- 
ity, and reshipped to another point, to be 
subjected there to the same treatment. 

The situation undoubtedly calls for the 
exercise of great care and discretion. The 
throwing of large bodies of men out of 
employment causes danger of violence 
and creates opportunity for the vicious 
and lazy. The fact that the un- 
employed are temporarily depend- 
ent upon charity places them in 
some degree in charge of the public au- 
thorities. It warrants caution. But it 
does not warrant treating honest men out 
of work as enemies of society. It does not 
warrant depriving freeborn American citi- 
zens of their ordinary rights to freedom 
from arrest and durance without process 
of law and the right to go and come, to 
seek work and habitation where they 
choose without molestation from law 
officers as long as they are peaceful and 
orderly. It does not warrant driving un- 
fortunate citizens into the ocean as the 
only resting place open to them.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 8. Commissioner 
Lochren has addressed the following letter 


to the editor of the National Tribune: 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, ) 
BUREAU OF PENSIONS, 5 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 1, 1893, 
OFFICE OF THE COMMISSIONER. 


StrR—I have not complied with your re. 
Peated request that I should cause a test to 
be made to show the number of fraudulent 
pensions, by having 1,000 cases drawn from 
the admitted files and examined. I have 
not done this for several reasons. 

I. Fraudulent cases, if any exist, cannot 
be discovered in that way. A fraudulent 
pension must ordinarily have been obtained 
on false testimony. On the face of the 
papers such a case would probably appear to 

established and incontestable. 

2. Nqone whose opinion is entitled to con- 
siderafion has, as I think, had the harati- 
hood to claim that the great mass of adjudi- 
Cated pension cases is permeated with 
fraud, open and plain on the papers 
sothat the admission of 1,000 cases would 
disclose an instance. And I certainly have 
too high an opinionof my old comrades to be- 
lieve that any large number of them 
are scoundrels, who have sought and 
obtained pensions dishonestly. Espe- 
clally I belleve that the pensions 
granted to soldiers who did actual 
Service in the field, on account of disabilities 
of service origin are usually honest, and 
well deserved. No doubt rests on this class 
of cases. and no examinations of them are 
being made, except where evidence is intro- 
duced tending to show that some particu- 
lar case is fraudulent or has deen 
improperly tried. Even among the 
twelve apostles there was one who was un 
worthy, and among the brave and true sol- 
diers of the Union army it cannot be dented 
that there were a few bounty jumpers and 
men who were of no credit to us and little 
deserving, and who have been erhaps 
among the most eager for a place on 
the pension roll at a high rating. 
The investigations as to the work of dis- 
honest pension attorneys in Norfolk, New 
Mexicoand Iowa, show local frauds of large 
extent. But it would be far from fair to 
concludé from such cases that pension at- 
torneys are generally unscrupulous or dis- 
honest. I think, on the contrary, they are 
ordinarily honest, painstaking and careful 
as other business men. A case of alleged 
fraud is brougnt to the notice of the bureau 
by information from some source. If the in. 
formation is indefinite and appears to be 

rompted by malice it is disregarded. If it 

eems to be trustworthy the case is investi- 

gated, the pension being suspended during 
the investigation according to the uniform 
practice of the bureau from the beginning. 
if the pension is improper it should not be 
paid; i not shown to be improper the sus- 
pended pension is all paid and the suspen- 
sion list insuresithe active co-operation of the 
pensioner in furnishing evidence and reach- 
ing aspoedy result. . 

3. Ihe examination of the June 27, 1990, 
cases is not made, not because of any fraud 
on the part of the claimants, but because it 
was discovered that this bureau had, by the 
adoptton ofah erroneous rule for adjudica- 
tion, allowed many pensions not authorized 
by law. Under prior laws pensions 
were only granted on account of 
disabilities of service origin. And the acts of 
Congress had in many cases fixed specifie 
rates of pension for designated injuries or 
disabilities, and provided generaliy that for 
inferior disabilities of a permanent character 
proportionate ratings s!iould be allowed, and 
under this provision the commissioner, with 
the approval of the secretary, has fixed 
schedule rates for such inferior disabilities 
of service origin. AsIsaid before, all pen- 
sions granted under these former laws are 
presumed to have been properly granted, 
and they are not belng examined except on 
information showing fraud in some 
particular case, as has always been 
the practice, But the act of 
June 27, 18%, granted pensions to persons 
who had served ninety days or more, suffer- 
ing froma physical disability of a perma- 
nent character, not the result of their own 
vicious habits, incapacitating them from 
the performance of manual labor in 
such a degree as to render them unable 
to earn a support—such pensions not 
to exceed $12, nor be less than $6 per month, 
proportioned tothe disability to earn d sup- 
port by manual labor. Under this act the 
disability need not be of service origin; but 
to be pensionable at all, the disability 
must incapacitate the person from 
manual labor 80 as to 
him uandbdle to earn a support. 
disapliities, as such, were not pensionabie 
at all under that act, nor entitled to consid- 
eration except as they might affect the ca- 
pacity to perform manual labor. But by 
order 164, issued Oct. 15, 1890, the Com- 
missioner, with the approval of the As 
Sistant Secretary, directed that specific 
disabilities should be rated under this 
act, the same as they would have been rated 
under prior laws had the disabilities been of 
service origin, up to 312 per month. The ef- 
fect of this order was shown in the Bennett 
case, which called attention toit. There the 
claimant, applying underthis act of June 27, 
1890, was allowed a pension of $12 per month 
for slight deafness, not of service ori- 
xin, and which manifestly would scarcely 
interfere with his capacity to perform man 
uallabor. On inquiry, the medical referee 
reported that acting under this order 164, the 
capacity of a claimant, under the act of 
June 27, 1890, to perform manual labor was 
not considered in adjudicating the claim. 
It was elear, therefore, that under 
that order the law was disregarded, 
with the necessary result of granting some 
pensions, like that to Bennett, which was 
not authorized ro § any law. A board of re- 
vision was therefore constituted of the ablest 
and most experienced men of the bureau, to 
re-examine these and cull out 
such as had basis to 
rest upon; and instructions 
to interfere with no case where, by the most 
liberal construction, a right to the persion 
could be made to appear, and in other cases 
where the pension could not be sustained 
under any law,to give the sixty days’ notice, 
according to the previous practice, within 
which the pensioner may furnish additional 
evidence, and show himself entitled. 

It is clearly the duty of every official hav- 
ing charge of administration of the pension 
laws to enforce those laws fairly, and to stop 
such pensions as clearly appear to have been 
granted without guthority of any law. This 
is all that is being done here. Noone dis- 
utes the correctness of the decision in the 
ennett case. it now appears that Assistant 
Secretary Bussey, in January last, rendered 
a decision in the case of Henry H. 
Welke, announcing precise the same 
interpretation of the act of June 27, 
1890, ana condemning the construction given 
by the bureau to order 164, as contrary to his 
understanding when he approved that order 
andas contrary to law. My old comrades 
may feel sure of recetving everything to 
which the law—most liberally con- 
strnea—entities them. Partisan leaders may 
try to arouse err partisan ens. But 
the execution of a law upon the construction 
given to it by two heads of the same depart- 
ment, of opposite politics, which construc- 
tion is admitted by everybody to be correct, 
has no political character; and I did not 
hesitate tocommit the work toa Board of 
Revision. whose ability fitted them for it, 
though most ot them, with their chief, are 
Repubblicans. They are able and fair men, 
and select from day to day from the

While a member of this body 
he was known as ‘‘silver-tongued’’ Grady. 
In some Manner or other, however, he ob- 
tained the enmity of Grover Cleveland, then 
Governor of New York State, and at Cleve- 
land’s request, Kelly retired Grady from the 
State Senate. The Montana copper king Is 
friendly with all the Tammany chiefs, 
and the greatest horse he ever owned 
undoubtedly the 4-year-oid son of I vols 
and Tullahoma, the dam of Tulla Blackburn 
also, was named after the famous New York 
City Democratic machine now ruled by 
Richard Croker, the owner of Yorkville Belle, 
Prince George, Dobbins, Fairy and Long- 
street. 

Galilee, winner of the Flash stakes at Sara- 
toga, is by The Bard, out of Atchalaric, the 
dam of Tom Martin, winner of twenty-two 
stakes and handicaps, and considered to be 
one of the very Dest horses of his day.

Clay holds a com- 
mission as a lieutenant in the United States 
army and was the owner of Balgowan 
when Strathmore’s son won the Hyde 
Park stakes as a 2-year old at Wash- 
ington Park in 1890, The prize 
$11,005, however, is still tied up in the courts 
on account of the suit of Kinzea Stone, who 
owned Kingman, the second horse. Stone 
claimed the stake onthe ground that Bal- 
gowan did not carry his proper weight. 
J. EK. Cushing, owner of Boundless, the 
American derby, purchased the colt Tilsit, 
which is by Duke of Montrose out of Lafar- 
andelle, for $3,000, from Clay, a short time 
previous to the quarrel.

CHICAGO FULL OF CHAMPIONS. 


Crack Wheelmen Getting Ready for the 
International Tournament. 


Laurens S. Meintjes, the South African bi- 
cycling champion, arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday to take part in the international 
events during the last two days of the great 
race meet next week. Meintjes stopped off 
in England long enough to beat a few of the 
British flyers. At the Herne Hill track, July 
8, last, he lowered the English ten-mile rec- 
ord, covering the route in 24m. 148-f's. The 
best previous record for the distance was 
44m. 84s. The foreigner is of fine physique, 
but says he does not get into condition 
quickly. It was only two years ago 
that he began cycling, and yet made such 
progress that in five months he broke the 
south African one-mile safety record, doing 
the distance in 2m, 40s. .sixteen seconds better 
than the mark. lle has not yet attempted 
long-Gistance riding. Out of thirty-four 
races he woo nipeteen firsts, seven seconds 
and one third. lie holds ali the South At. 
rican records from the quarter-mile to forty- 
seven miles, and has ridden three miles in 7m, 
278. on a Airt track. Among the other cracks 
now at Chicagoare Kdwards, the champion 
of the Pacific Coast; Isadc Baird of Charles 
ton, 8. O., the 100-mile Irish champion, and 
Cantu, the Italian champion. 


SPLIT HER MAINSAIL. 


The Navahoe Proves of Little Worth in a 
Stiff Breeze. 

Lonpon, Aug. 3.— The yacht race for the 
Town Prize of £100, open to yachts of over 
thirty tons, took place to-day. The course 
covered a distance of fifty miles. The start 
was made from Cowes, Isle of Wight, and 
the yachts sailed twice to and around 
the Warner light ship and back. 
When the Starting gun was fired 


at 10 o’clock the Satanita and Valkyrie were 
well under way and practically crossed the 
line together, The American Yacht Navahoe 
fcllowed them closely, and she in turs was 
followed closeup by the Calluna. A strong 
westerly wind was blowing and constantly 
gaining in force. Just after the start it 
ined a sudden accession ef strength and 
lew a whole gale. The Navahoe got 
the best position to windward and re- 
tained this advantage until Leep Shoal 
was reached. At this point the observers on 
shore saw her suddenly keel over unttl her 
rail was wellunder and everybody thought 
she was going to turn completely over. Her 
mainsheet was played out completely and 
she soon rigited. She made a second at- 
tempt to cateh up with the leaders, but her 
mainsail fell. After a little delay and 
apparently much excitement on board the 
main sail was again hoisted, as well as could 
Be done under the circumstances, and under 
considerable reef the Navahoe headed 
up for Southampton water, evidently 
xoing to Southampton ior repairs. 
It is stated that the Navahos is at full liberty 
to alter her center board if Mr. Carroll, her 
owner, pleases. The yachtsmen who have 
been watching the performances of the 
Navahoe with critical eyes are now emphatic 
in their opinion that she is useless in a stiff 
breeze. The advocates ofthe superiority of 
English bulit racers are much elated at the 
poor showing of the Navahoe in to-day’s 
ale. 

* The Calluna also met with an accident. 
She fouled the steam yacht Cleopatra shortly 
atter passing Leep shoal and broke her gaff 
and tore her main sail. She was, therefore, 
compelled to give up the contest. 

The Satanita and Valkyrie salled well in 
the heavy wind, The former crossed the 
finishing line eight minutes ahead of the Val- 
Kyrie.

Silver Certiftcates. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 8.—No more silver 
certificates will be issued by the Treasury 
Department for the present, as the limit pre- 
scribed by law has been reached—that 18, to- 
day as many silver certificates are now out- 
standing as there are standard silver dollars 
coined and in the Treasury to redeem 
them. Under the Bland act 889,986,374 
standard silver dollars have been 
coined. The reduction in the number of sil- 
ver dollars in the Treasury has been brought 
about by the large demand recently for silver 
dollars from the South to move the crops in 
Georgia and the Carolinas and to pay of 
bands at work on the cotton crop. 

United States Treasurer Morgan, in a cir- 
cular on the subject, says: ‘‘Silver dollars 
can be ished only for Certificates de- 

ited for exchange or in return for those, 
Ralves, quarters and dimes can de furnished 
in the place of dollars in sums of $200, or 
more, free or charge for expressage, — py 
registered mail in sums or multiples o 
free for drafts collectible at Washington or 
any of the Sub-Treasury cities : 
New York, Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago, It. 
Louis, New Orleans or San Francisco, or for 
a deposit of currency by any corres 
in said cities. The voin will be sent i 
nearest sub-treasury and drafts in payment — 
therefor should be drawn to the order orf tue 
United States Treasurer and sent directly to 
the office named therein. :
